WASHINGTON IS PERPLEXED 


Is There Ano ther in Mex ico to Who m 
the Reins o f Go v ernment in That 
So rely Stricken Republic Co uld Be 
Intrusted With Any Mo re Ho pe o f 
His Ability to Bring Order Out o f the 
Chao s Blig hting the Co untry ? 


W ashin gton . Nov. 12.—The en cour­ 
agemen t which this govern men t has 
obtain ed 
from 
Prem ier 
Asq uith’s 
speech on the Mex ican situation is 
very apparen t here. It has led the ad­ 
m in istration to hope for a declaration 
in regard to this govern men t’s policy 
n ot on ly from Great Britain , but from 
the other im portan t European govern ­ 
men ts. 
Presiden t Wilson is n ot puttin g him- 
selef in the attitude of seekin g the co­ 
operation of the European powers, but 
he feels that if they volun tarily come 
forward in support of the program of 
the Un ited States for dealin g with Hu­ 
erta an d Mexico, a lon g step will have 
been taken toward a clearin g of the 
situation . 
There is good reason to believe that 
Ambassador Page already has laid the 
views an d presen t plan s of the Un ited 
States before the British foreign of­ 
fice in detail an d that similar steps 
have been taken in regard to the other 
European powers havin g in terests in 
Mexico. The situation so far as Wash­ 
in gton is con cern ed is n ow merely on e 
of waitin g to see whether the foreign 
govern men ts are to acq uiesce in the 
plan s of the Un ited States govern men t, 
which con template a flat refusal on the 
part of this govern men t to recogn ize 
an y of the acts of the Huerta or the 
Mex ican con gress an d a determin ation 
to in sist upon the elimin ation of the 
dictator. 
If the foreign govern men ts 
len d their support to the Un ited States 
in such a way that Huerta is con vin ced 
of their sin cerity , the W ashin gton ad­ 
m in istration believes his retirem en t 
will be on ly a q uestion of a very brief 
time, owin g to his failure to obtain 
further fin an cial backin g. 
There is on e phase of the Mex ican 
problem which has been overlooked 
in the in terest display ed ifpthe deman d 
made by this govern men t that Huerta 
elimin ate himself. 
Tho public an d 
man y 
W ashin gton 
observers 
have 
come to regard the removal of the 
Mex ican dictator as the crux of the 
situation , an d atten tion for weeks has 
been focused on that feature. But the 
q uestion s n ow bein g raised to the evi­ 
den t em barrassm en t of the Wilson ad­ 
m in istration are these: 
"W hat lf Huerta does y ield, who will 
take his place? 
W hat will preven t a 
con tin uan ce or an in crease of lawless­ 
n ess an d bloodshed? With Huerta out 
an d the deman ds of the Un ited States 
satisfied, will n ot this govern men t still 
be face to face with the dan ger of 
forced in terven tion ? 
These q uestion s an d the in ability of 
the adm in istration to an swer them is 
what has been forcin g upon all observ­ 
ers the con clusion that this govern ­ 
men t Is headed in evitably toward in ­ 
terven tion in Mexico or at least co­ 
operation with the Carran za forces as 
the on ly mean s of meetin g the situa­ 
tion . With H uerta out an d the depre­ 
dation s upon foreign life an d property 
con tin uin g or In creasin g, the Un ited 
States would still fin d its obligation s 
un der the Mon roe doctrin e pressin g 
for fulfillmen t.

Health Topics For Clubs. 


* . The influence of women’s clubs on 


public health 
questions 
has 
been 


steadily increasing. 
Now that they 
hav e cov ered the field in a general 
way there arises a demand in wo­ 
men’s organizations for more accu­ 
rate knowledge on 
the 
important 
problems of public health. 
Recog­ 
nizing that the state board of health 
ex ists for the purpose of serv ing the 
people of its state in e v e ry 
way pos­ 
sible, the secretary of the 
Kansas 
State Board of Health has prepared 
an outline for the use of women’s 
clubs in study ing health questions. 
This outline, issued in a small leaflet, 
will prov e of immense v alue in di­ 
recting the work 
of 
the 
women’s 
clubs desiring .Lu, take up this line of 
activ ity . 
Under foods 
and 
drugs 
appears- a study of foods including 
their preparation and preserv ation, a 
discussion of a proper 
ration 
and 
selection of foods, food adulteration, 
the sanitation of food supplies, drug 
adulteration and drug addiction. Ru­ 
ral sanitation, school sanitation and 
hy giene, the cost of prev entable dis­ 
ease the disposal of waste and tho 
conditions for a pure water-supply 
are some of the topics included in 
the outline. 
Referents to bulletins, 
gov ernment 
publications, 
journals 
and hooks are also included. 
In di­ 
recting the 
attention 
of 
women’s 


clubs to these topics and in furnish­ 
ing them a logical outline of work to 
be followed, the Kansas State Board 
of Health is not only doing a great 
serv ice to the people of its state, but 
is also building up an educated fol­ 
lowing which will greatly 
improv e 
the effectiv eness of the wtfrk of the 
board itself. 


Child Welfare Work. 


The Univ ersity of Kansas recently 
inaugurated a child welfare depart­ 
ment which will afford training, hav ­ 
ing to do with an important phase 
of town life. 
Besides 
giv ing 
in­ 
struction in child welfare work the 
department will 
arrange 
healthful 
v acation employ ment for school boy s 
throughout 
the 
State. 
“ Parents’ 
Clubs” and “ Parent Teachers’ Asso­ 
ciations,” .will be organized, and in 
this way the welfare of children in 
small towns will be promoted. 
An 
aim will be 
the 
establishment 
of 
play grounds and social centers. 
The ex ample set by 
the 
Kansas 
State Univ ersity is worthy of emula­ 
tion in other States and no doubt 
similar departments will be inaugu­ 
rated 
in 
other 
univ ersities. 
The 
proper dev elopment of the child at 
the age when right directing means 
more than at any other time is 
a 
work in community dev elopment that 
should not he ov erlooked any where. 
The mov ement here which resulted in 
the formation of the Parent-Teaeh- 
crs association is 
along the 
same 
line and is a v ery commendable un­ 
dertaking.

TOLLOFjlTORM 


Devastation On Great Lakes 


Worst Ever Recorded. 


THE LOSS OF MANY VESSELS 


Piercing Gale W hich Recently Swept 


Inland Seas From North Left Strand­ 


ed on Southern Shores M any a $tout 


Craft, the Crew s of W hich Im Most 


Cases Suffered the M ost Frightful 


Privations Before Succor Arrived. 


Milwaukee, AVIs., Nov . 12.—From the 
south shore of I>ake Sup erior the most 
terrible tales of p riv ation ev er told on 
the Great Lakes hav e come, but the 
tw'enty -eight members of the crew ol 
the L. C. Waldo, giv en up for lost, were 
all sav ed, though half frozen, starv ed 
and nearly dead of exp osure. The sev 
enteen members of the crew of the 
steam er Turret Chief, had an equally 
terrible exp erience, hut here again a11 
were sav ed, though sev enty -two hours 
without food, and nearly naked in the 
p iercing gale, constantly drenched by 
the icy w aters of I>ake Sup erior. 
The most terribly dev astating storm 
in the history of the lakes is told in 
the disp atches from Saulte Ste. Marie 
Calumet and Duluth. 
Briefly , bere is 
a summary of the storm damage on 
Lake Sup erior and Lake M ichigan: 
Two steam ers, one unknown, the 
other the William Nottingham, are 
ashore near Sault Ste. Marie, on Sand 
island. 
Three of the Nottingham’! 
crew drowned try ing to get ashore in 
small boats. 
An unidentified 300-foot steel freight1 
er was found floating bottom up in 
Lake Huron, a few milos south of Pori 
Huron. 
A United States life-sav ing 
crew found the v essel in such a p ost 
tion as to hav e made it almost imp os 
Bible for any of the crew of twenty 
fiv e to forty to hav e escap ed. 
Three 
bodies were washed up on the wesi 
shore of Lake Huron. 
Fiv e bodies 
with life belts were washed up on the 
Canadian shore of Lake Huron. 
Six 
liv es were lost by the foundering ol 
United States lightship No. 82, neai 
Buffalo. 
No one has been able to reach the 
unidentified steam er which has been 
ashore on Gull Rock, off Manitou 
Island, since Friday night, because ol 
the extremely high wind and wav es 
Twrcnty '-eight men were counted on 
her decks or lashed to the rigging, all 
of them ev idently dead from exp osure.

Half naked, with the

Saturday , the sev enteen members of 
the crew of the Turret Chief reached 
Calumet late y esterday afternoon on a 
sp ecial train from the north. The p ar 
tv , including one woman, walked six 
miles from the wreck to Cop p er Har 
bor. 
They had managed to reach 
shore on Imp rov ised rafts, and at Cop ­ 
p er Harbor found an Indian camp . 
where they were directed to the near­ 
est v illage, Mandan, ten miles away . 
The frozen p arty made the additional 
ten miles to Mandan, the terminal of 
the Peninsula railroad, where they had 
the first food and warmth in sev enty - 
two hours. 
Meanwhile a sp ecial train 
at Calumet, forty miles distant, was 
made up and sent for their relief, with 
doctors and nurses. Most of the p arty 
were taken to hosp itals at Calumet, tc 
hav e their frozen feet and hands 
treated. 
The story of the L. C. Waldo was 
not less terrify ing. Ninety hours with 
out food, and drenched 
and nearly 
frozen, they xv ere taken from the 
wrecked ship by a tug and giv en food 
and attention while on their way tc 
Houghton.
